Thorefore, 
theagh tho boatmon whoad boat had been 
overlumed were working frantically to sava 
their personal possessions the peoplesround 
not only offered no assistance, but like the 
Vornish wreckora, dutermined to eeizo what 
piga they could, and what bags of rice they 
were able. Our loitmen csmo in fur a 
sharo of the spoil, lafterwarda discovered. 
The excuse alleged was ‘* They only did 
what others do, ond what the owners of 
the upturned boat would do under similar 
conditions.” - It seemed s moat iohamane 
act, after wind and sandbank he done 
their best to ruin tho captain and destroy 
hia cargo, that tho tangera-on should, like 
vultures upon carrion, sweep down and 
carry of everything they could ly their 
hands on. But nobody interfered or rained 
& voice in protest. Une could not avoid 
contrating this policy” with tho stern 
measnrea adopted to suppress looting 
after the earthqmko at Ssn_ Francisco 
and by the police after tho great typhoon 
at Hongkony.

VILLAGES AND THEIR INHARITANTS. 
Spoaking of villegos recalls tu my vision 
the curious way in which all villages 
sro Woilt in this part of the country ; 
evidently the plan of the buildiogs is 
suggested by the necossity of self preserva- 
tion and not of comfort. - Obviously in the 
past, if net to-day, enemies arc resumed 
and the necessity of solf-protection bas 
mado it imperative that the houses should 
be arranged co that thore can be but 
one ontranca -into the village, which 
can be effectively ‘barred sgainat all 
introderr, except in caxe of local war and 
in attncka of atrong battering ram The 
villages are, for the most part, builtin the 
form of s parallelogram. The hours thus 
built stand with their backs to the four 
quarters ‘of the compass, throwh the 
back walla are ‘somo equero hole which 
serve the purpose of windows, and also as 
Joop bolea through which to fire on the 
enemy, whether prowling robbor ot oppos- 
ing clan. The houses built im thia way 
Jonve s quadrangle in-the contre, entravce 
into which, as mentioned above, is gained 
at thu village gate, or door, Tho central 
square, ‘however. is not an open space, 
whero childron can play, shrubs bloom. 
and flowers blossom. . Therein {a built 
the longest and most substantial stroc 
ture af tho wholo village, which, with 
the housea built outside forms 4 narrow 
naryow street around tho four side of the 
square, The uses to which tho centre 
building is put oro many. Thi family 
ancestral hall will be found therein. “But 
this is but an insignificant part of the uso- 
fulness, “It ia the general caroping ground 
aud most of the clans’ spare implemonta of 
husbandry are stored therein. Remains of 
used up and broken furnitare moulder in 
its comers. All kin¢s of clan ponesione, 
in foct, useful and useless, ancint and 
moder, living snd dead, wil! bo found 
there, and probaly the’ place bu nover 
been cleaned sincethe time whon tho fixing 
of the last tile announced that tho work 
was fisished. The ocutside rows of houses 
thal form the equare are wonderfully small 
and stufly, I pooped tnto one house, 
in no way differing from the others, either 
for better or worse, we 
Tt consisted of txo rooms, and in order. 
to reach the inner, the inmates must pass 
through the outer, This outer room again 


.was divided into iwo-sectiona and one of 


those sections was the general farm-yard, 
In it there wege a cow and a call, threo 
pigs, von hens'and a rooster. Probably 
the aulmals lodged thorcin. The pigs were 
sniffing about between the legs of the cow 
and the hena and rooster wero porhed-on 
tho back of the pigs, Atnight presumably 
there must be 8 mutunl give and tske that 
each may find the maximum of accommoda- 
tion, The cow and calf would probibly take 
the fint choice ; the-pigs would lia upon 
ono-another ; the hoon aod their lord would 
roost 0 the horns of the cow. This. 
happy family having claimed tho ‘outer 
room there remrined the inner for the 
human bipede ani their private property.

Unoe vpan s tinw an European wan visit- 
ing Son ‘Francieor, and being somewhat 
aatirioal abd o-mtemptuogs of the things 
in the Now Warld, asked bin frienda 
whother ur not there were any anoent ruins 
that added so much, actraciur to the 
landso<pes of Europa, ‘ 

“Of coutea wa have,” wea the response, 

“Whore 2?" wasthe next question. 

“We will visit them te-morrow.” The 
next day, sfrersonntiderabletrampan mou: - 
tain pathedys—by no meats euy progress 
—they turned « corner and camo suddenly 
upon the wheels and legs’ of a trura out 
miner's echeelbarrow. > The Eurepaan never 
aglnasked to see sndient ruins In China, 
howover, ruiny meet one at evary turn, 
Thera are ruined villages, ruined pawn 
shop, and ruined houses. Of course sll 
this ia the consequence of the fragile 
and indifferent work dowa. [ passed 
Yewterdng the ruins of a fslen pawn ahop, 

t wos a building which had a traglo ending, 
The wally were built of tig cubble stones 
and ‘ lucal" mortar. The burlding, high 
and prote: tioua, hid just been completed 
and tilled with the property of chosurround- 
iny noyhbdoura, when, without notice or a 
tremble, the wholoatructure seemed to dia- 
aolvelike the fabricofa dream. Roof, walls, 
floor, goode, and employees, camodown ta- 
gether an inextricable wreok and it was left 
j- stag it fell, except that what merchandias 
could ba dug out was horne off, probably 
hy those whu could lay first hands upon it. 
Not ler away from this wreck was apother 
substantis! building’ whose solitary gran- 
dour furnished another, illustration of the 
precariousoegs of life in China, The village 
near by was builtan the equare aa above 
denoribed but ane of the inhabitants hap- 
pened to b+ rich. He |herefore determined 
to build 9 strung citedel outnide tho village, 
into hich, in case of sttack the people 
could ron for refage. The plan was 
arranged and the wurk waa commenced. 
Indecd it progressed with awiftnoss and 
without obstruction, After the roof had
